Situation Most Delicate. 


Another indication of the delicacy of 
the situation was seen in the decision 
at the white house not ro make public 
the ]'residenfs retnarks to the men at 
this time, at least.

thus laying the case before the high 
court of public opinion. 


Tt was believed that while there was 
hope of moving the committep of man- 
agers by appeals to thp presidents or 
the financiers the negotiations would be 
kept confidential. 


As It Stood Today.

Hon. John A. M. Adair, democratic nominee for governor of In- 
diana, has already demonstrated that he is goins" to be a power on the 
stump in the v.-eeks that are to elapse before the decision at the polls 
on November 7.

Ten years in congress, 
t o ^ have given liim a familiarity^ V\"ith public questions and a grasp 
of governmcuial affairs that enables him to discuss them with intelli- 
gence and force. He is "getting down to brass tacks" and consider 
ing the issues from the viewpoint of the man with a purpose to be oc 
real service to his felloAv-citizens. 
One cannot fail to be impressed, 
too, by the high plane on which the democratic gubernatorial nom- 
inee has chosen to present his case and the claims of his party to the 
people.

From This Time on England 
is Protectionist Coun- 
try, Says Expert. 


(By Charles Edward 
RusseU.) 


London, England, Aug. 17.—If for one 
moment you could get out ot your mind 
the endless horrors of this business of 
methodically 
killing so 
many 
men 
a 
day. which is all there is to modern 
warfare, you could have more fun than 
a box of monkeys just watching the sol- 
emn-sided gents that imagine peace will 
bring things back to where they were 
two years ago. 


Teh them to forget it. 
Things will 
never be the same again. 


This battered old ship. 
Tlie World, 
has drifted a million miles from the old 
moorings, and will never be found again 
anywhere near 
the familiar 
latitudes. 


Things are going to be so different 
on board it will seem like an other ship. 


For instance, if there was any institu- 
tion that seemed to be fixed among hu- 
man affairs it was the free trade policy 
of Great Britain. 
For 
a 
generation 
prodigious efforts 
had been made to 
move it and it hadn't budged any more 
than Gibraltar. 


Well, it's all off now. 
British free 
trade has gone glimmering. 
From this 
time on Great Britain is a protectionist 
country. 


Not in name. 
It will be called some- 
thing else, of course, for ihe art of mod- 
ern statesmanship is to do one thing 
and call it by the name of another. But 
the essence of the system will be the 
protective 
principle, 
now 
and 
hence- 
forth. 


I am not saying whether this will be 
Avise or foolish, good or bad, fortunate 
or disastrous. 
I am merely recording 
the cold fact. 


With $25,000,000 or $30,000,000 a da.y 
of war expenditures Great Britain was 
driven to a prreat increase in taxation. 
With the rest, import duties were ex- 
tended 
and 
increased. 
In 
extending 
them heed must be paid to "the equal- 
izing of trade balances," which is to say, 
keeping down imports 
from 
countries 
where Great Britain was accumulating 
indebtedness. 


There was absolutely no choice about 
thi.s. 
It had to be done. 
And the mo- 
meiifc it was done the protection camel 
got head, neck and forequarters inside 
the tent. 


The rest of him lunged in when in the 
name of this sauie 
"trade 
balance" 
necessity 
the all-powerful 
government 
fell to 
prohibiting 
altogether 
certain 
lines of imports. 


This was called "keeping money 
at 
home where it is needed." 


But in selectinj^ the articles to be 
excluded 
the government 
never orer- 
looked the fact that British manufac- 
turers were makln^f the same articles 
and would be enormousl.r béneflted if 
foreign competition were choked ofT. 


Among the articles prohibited consider 
these: 


.Automobiles and parts thereof, hard-- 
ware and most mahufaciured of metal 
lawn mowers,' cotton ;trarn. and manu« 
fáoiurfti of cotton,, 
carpot 
•weavm»^ 


canned and preserved fruits and vege- 
tables not coming from a British col- 
ony, woolen and worsted goods, furni- 
ture, 
hollow-ware, 
sewing 
machines, 
.«oap, sugar, tobacco not coming from a 
British 
colony, wringers, 
gramaphones 
and pianolas, machine tools, leather ex- 
cept belting, boots 
and 
gloves, most 
kinds of American woods and timbers 
and some kinds of drugs. 


Generally speaking, these are linesi in 
which British manutacturers had been 
up against severe American competition, 
of Avhich they arc now entirely relieved. 


Naturally, 
the.y 
are 
proceeding 
to 
reap the benefits and greatly to extend 
their bu.einesses. 


Will they ever consent to be shoved 
back to the old conditions of .™all fac- 
tories and cramped operations?

voice will improve so that lie will e.\- 
perience no difficulty in delivering hi'- 
proposed speech at San Francisco Friday 
night. 


Ehiring the stay in San Francisco Mr. 
Hughes expects to confer Avith western 
leaders of the party. 


"I desire 
to see the United 
States 
holding its head erect among the peo- 
ples of 
the earth, not trembling and 
blustering, 
but ready

We have in this country oppor- 
tunities that dazzle the imagination."

ings. 


In less than ten minutes thene were 
a hundred pcopJe on the scene. Thir- 
ty-five automobiles lined up along the 
road.

Lansing de- 
manded the removal of the British ships 
from the American coast on the grounds 
that the "menacing presence of cruisers 
on the high seas near the ports of a neu- 
tral country may be regarded according 
to the canons of international courtesy 
aa a just ground for offense." 


Although no reply lias been received 
from Great Britain, and there have been 
no further diplomatic exchanges on the 
subject, the inquisitorial metliod.s of for- 
eign warships have become less ob- 
noxious. British cruisers, however, have 
been hovering off the coast since the 
arrival of the Deutschland. 


Secretary Lansing's demand was the 
culmination of correspondence growing 
out of the complaint of Charles Mollcr, 
master of the Danish steamship Vinland, 
on Nov. 20. He declared his vessel had 
been pursued along the Virginia coast 
within the three-.mile limit near Nor- 
folk. The captain of the British boat 
reported to his government that the in- 
cident happened well outside the three- 
mile limit.

Conference 
on Infantile 
Paralysis is Opened in 
Washington. 


Washington, Aug. 17.—A conference 
on infantile paralysis arranged by the 
federal public health service and brought 
about by the epidemic in New York wag 
begun here today and probably will con- 
tinue at least two days. The object is 
to develop plans for combatting the dis- 
ease. 


Participating in the conference are 
state health officers from throughout 
the country, officials of the public health 
service and prominent scientists. All 
jthases of infantile paralysis, including 
treatment and prevention and co-ordina- 
tion of existing means for fighting the 
disease are to bo diacassed. 
Today's 
program called for the opening of the 
conference by A. H. Glennan, acting sur- 
geon general of the public health serv- 
ice, an address by Secretary McAdoo of 
the treasury department, to be followed 
by reports on the prevalence of the dis- 
ease in the various states. 
Later on 
in tho day research problems, symptoms 
and methods of care were to be dis- 
cussed. 


Medical 
representatives of 
various 
railroads were on hand, by invitation, 
ready to be consulted regarding the 
prevention of the inter-state spread of 
infantile paralysis. 


Delegates from 
nearly 
all states 
were present today with detailed re- 
ports of the spread of the plague over 
the country. The imposition of new 
regulations to prevent interstate trans- 
mission of the disease Is not the pri- 
mary object of the confidence, but in 
welcoming the delegates Secretary Mc- 
Adoo expressed hope for federal and 
state 
co-ordination 
of 
preventitive 
measures and regulations. 


"Local regulations are of great va- 
riety and while entirely commendatory, 
co-ordination of regulations is need- 
ed to avoid unnecessary inconveniences 
and still ^ive adequate protection to 
the public," said he. Assistant Surgeon 
General A. H. Olennan. in the absence 
of Surgeon General Blue, opened the 
conference which is expected to con- 
tinue two days. 
Assistant 
Surgeon 
General Crucker presided.

The bill, stripped of the Clark amend- 
ment providing for independence of the 
islands within four years,» as reported 
from conference, was adopted late yes- 
terday by the senate 37 to 22. As it 
goes to the house, however, the measure 
contains a promise of ultimate inde- 
pendence. 


Early 
approval of the conference 
measure is looked for in the house vvhen 
it will go to the president for his signa- 
ture. 


The bill now provides for reorganiza- 
tion of tlic island government so as to 
materially extend native control.

Senator Hitchcock, chairman of the 
Philippine committee, told the senate 
that the independence and prohibition 
features had to be veliminated in order 
to get an agreement for approval of the 
bill at this session. 
Senators Lippitt, 
Sterling and McLean made speeches op- 
posing the bill and Senator Borah said 
the elimination of the Clarke indepen- 
dence amendment demonstrated that the 
American people had determined to keep 
the Philippines for all time.

Nine Movers in Monarchical 
. Movement in China to 
SUnd Trial. 


Peking, July 31.—(correspondence of 
The Associated 
Press.)—President 
Ll 
Yuan-Hung's 
mandate 
ordering 
the 
trial and punishment of nine prominent 
movers in the monarchical movement, 
including two former members of the 
cabinet, has created a profound sensa- 
tion in China. 


I..ian Shih-yi, who was the confiden- 
tial adviser of Yuan Shl-kai and waa 
probably the most influential man in 
China under Yuan Shl-kai, is included 
in the list of monarchists who are to be 
tried and punished. 
Liang' Shih-yl Is 
now in Hongkong, living 
under 
the 
protection of the British 
flag. 
It will 
be impossible to extradite Liang Shih- 
yl for a political offense. 
If the Chi- 
nese government were to make charges 
of embezzlement against him in con- 
nection with his direction of the affairs 
of the Bank 
of 
Communications, it 
might be possible 
to 
extradite him. 
Criminal charges would probably com- 
mand the attention of the English gov- 
ernment, but it Is quite unlikely that 
English officials In Peking would re- 
gard 
political 
offenses 
as 
proper 
grounds for extradition. 


Chow 
Tzu-chi, 
for 
several 
years 
Yuan Shi-kai's minister of agriculture 
and commerce, and minister of 
finance 
during the last days of Yuan's regime. 
Is also among the list of monarchists 
to be punished 
He is now living In the 
British 
concession 
at 
Tlen-tsln, 
and 
consequently is also beyond the reach 
of the Chinese government, unless it 
makes criminal charges. 


Chu Chl-chlen, Yuan Shl-kal's form- 
er minister of the Interior, Is the other 
cabinet member against 
whom 
the 
mandate Is directed. 
He also is living 
at Tlen-tsln. 
Chu Chl-chlen was at 
the head of the bureau which was mak- 
ing preparations for thie enthronement 
ceremonlcs, and his name figures very 
prominently 
in 
connection with the 
monarchical movement from its very 
Inception. 


Yang Tu, the chief promoter of the 
Chou An Hul, or the Society for the 
Preservation of Peace, which formally 
launched 
the -monarchical 
movement 
in a public way, is the most promi- 
nent of the other men to In- t'ied. 
The 
ful' text of the mandate for the pun- 
ishment of monarchists 
follows: 


"The movement for the change of 
form of state plunged the whole coun- 
try Into utter confusion and 
nearly 
caused it to suffer national extinction. 
Those who promoted 
the movement 
must be held responsible. 
The arrest 
Is hereby ordered of Yangr Tu, Sun Yu- 
chun, Ku Ac, 
Liang 
Shih-yi, 
Hsla 
Shou-tien, Chu Chl-chlen, Chow Tau- 
chl and Hsuen Ta-kp, who are to be 
handed to the Judiclarj- carefully and 
strictly tried and ^unl»hed according 
to the law to the end that a warning 
may be regi«ter«d for the ffuldance of 
future generAtlons. 
Others are hereby 
pardoned In the interest of leniency." 


Conservative newspapers, especially 
those printed in English, have advised 
»trongly ajcalnst 
the punishment of 
monarchists on the ground that such a 
step would make a reconciliation of 
the north and ¡south even more difficult 
by embittering th« old factional strife. 
Practically all the foreign ministers In 
Peking strongly advised afalnst such 
action, and urged the revohitionists to 
drop aU charica and .center their ef. 


forts upon 
reconstructing 
the 
shat- 
tered and disorganized government. 


Extreme 
revolutionists 
cried 
for 
blood, however, and demanded that the 
promoters of the monarchical 
move- 
ment be^ beheaded. 
For a long time 
Li Yuan-hung 
apparently 
held 
out 
against the movement to punish polit- 
ical offenders, but 
finally 
yielded 
to 
pressure brought upon him by a m a - 
jority of the new cabinet. 
Tuan Chl- 
jui, the premier, was strongly against 
the punishment movement- 
It Is of- 
fensive to practically all the militare- 
leaders, and it is extremely doubtful 


whether an honest effort will be made 
to 
punish 
the 
monarchical 
leaders 
named in the mandate. 
In the opinion 
of many foreigners, LI Yuan-hung au- 
thorized the mandate merely as a face- 
saving expedient without thought that 
it would be put into effect. 
Practically 
all the former officials against whom it 
is directed had left before the man- 
date was issued. 
It is reported on ver>- 
good authority that most of them had 
been officially advised to leave the cap- 
ital, so the government would not be 
compelled to arrest them.

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Net of Steel 
Worn by Under- 
sea Boats to Pro- 
tect Them from 
Mines Are Dis- 
carded on Long Trips 
After DangerousFields 
Are Passed. 


N the earlier stages of the ^ e a t 
Tvar, wjien the British fleet -was 
maintaining an effective block- 
ade of the shores of Germany 
and the North Sea and 
Eng- 
lish Channel 
were alive 
with 
warships and destroyers, when 
^ 
Germany 
was 
endeavoring 
to 


e c s ^ y a s much as possible of the British mer- 
chant marine and to maintain a counter block- 
ade with submarines, one of the biggest prob- 
lems that confronted the German naval offlcers 
was that of getting their craft safely from the 
harbors a t Cuxhaven out into the open sea and 
• back -again. 
- ' Not only was there the necessity of traveling 
,«o as to -avoid the British and French 
water 
patrols, 
but 
also there 
were extensive 
mine 
fields 
to- dodge. 
And 
to add further to 
the 
chances of the game, there was the likelihood 
that a subni^rjne might be cut off from her 
tase, with fuel supplies exhausted, and while 
In this condition 
become a prey to the first 
enemy ship that chanced along. 
The super type 
of submarine that is able to make an uninter- 
rupted voyage across the Atlantic with cargo 
and still have plenty of oil left in her tanks 
had not then been invented; the fighting sub- 
marine was (and still is. for that matter) 
a 
much smaller craft, with limited space for fuel 
and 
provisions 
and a much 
smaller 
cruising 
radius. 


But of all the perils these little ships encoun- 
tered, perhaps the greatest was that of drifting 
and submerged mines. 
While they had the ad- 
vantage of "low visibility," enabling them often 
to dodge the watchful glasses of British look- 
outs. this very fact of their being low in the 
water w a s a handicap in another direction, for 
It prevented them from seeing about a 
great 
radius of the ocean. 
Their horizon was exceed- 
ingly limited, a s compared with the range of 
vision obtained in the crow's nest of a man-o'- 
war's fighttng top. 
They couldn't see a mine so 
far away as could a ship built to travel on top 
of the waves. 
Some failed to report back to 
their bases 
after 
being absent 
a 
reasonable 
time, and the theory was held by many who be- 
came aware of this fact that they either had 
been blown up by contact with mines, or had 
been lost when their fuel supplies were 
ex- 
hausted. 


As the floating sea mine Is ftullt. It doesn't 
take a great deal to explode it. 
The mine Is 
dropped 
overboard 
from the side of a 
ship 
•quipped for the purpose, and Is so arranged 
that It remains about 10 feet under the surface 
of the water. 
This Is done by means of an an- 
chor and distance gauge. 
First of all, the dis- 
tance gauge goes over the side, to be followed 
immediately by the anchor and the mine. 
The 
mine rests on the surface, because of its buoy- 
ancy, while the heavier parts seek the bottom. 
" Attached to the anchor is a cable with a reel 
attachment, much the same as can be seen on 
the 
trolley lines of the modern 
street 
car. 
which works automatically, taking up all slack 
In the line and paying out only -n-hen consider- 
able pull is exerted. 
This reel is controlled by 
the distance gauge, which is, of course, 
the 
first to strike the bottom. 
As it reaches a rest- 
ing place, the anchor soon follows it, generally 
lying at a distance of 10 or 12 feet from the 
gauge. 
By an automatic device, the reel, which 
has been paying out cable during the descent o£ 
the anchor, stops as soon as the distance gauge 
comes to rest; yet the anchor 
continues 
Its 
flownward 
course, pulling the mine below the 
•urface of the water, where it will remain until 
exploded or picked up, pr until it breaks away 
from the retaining anchor. 
Thus, the distance 
of the mine below the surface is regulated by 
the distance gauge attached to the anchor and 
a mine can be made to ride at any depth with- 
out any more trouble than adjusting the dis- 
tance gauge before the whole is thrown over- 
board. 


A mine Is exploded by electrical contact to 
caps of fulminating mercury. 
This makes nec- 
essary what is known as a battery 
box, 
a 
waterproof contrivance containing batteries of 
Bufflclent Intensity to explode the mine. 
The 
battery box Is attached to the mine by a long 
copper wire, heavily Insulated, to protect it from 
the disintegrating action of sea water. 
This 
box Is the key tcj the whole proposition; without 
it the mine is useless and It is often the case 
that where it Is desired to temporarily remove 
the mine menace from any section of seas or 
harbor entrances, the battery boxes only are re- 
moved, t h e mines being left to float, harmlessly 
at their anchors. 


The battery box Is not attached to the mine 
when the latter is put overboard, but the con- 
nection is made later. In some cases by another 
crew than that which puts over the mine. 
In 
many Instances, the position of the battery box 
(which is at a distance from the mine, on the 
bottom) is Indicated by a small buoy floating 
on the surface and attached to the cable leading 
from the mine to the battery box. 


When a great many mines are "sown" over a 
small area, it is not necessary to provide indi- 
vidual battery boxes for all of them, but a large 
nuniber can be connected up with one electrical 
reservoir. 
This method of connection simplifies 
the" matter of rendering the mines 
Impotent 
when it is desired to do so, for all that is nec- 
essary to destroy the possibilities of an entire 
field of mines Is to pick up one, or may be two 
or three, battery boxes, a matter of only an 
hour of so. 
- • The explosive material In a sea mine is gun- 
cotton. • There are four compartments In the 
»••rage mine, each filled with wet guncotton, 
while in the center of each compartment is a 
émail, cylindrical tube of dry guncotton. At the 
top of each tube there is a cap of fulminating 
mercury. 


The contact point Is the principal thing about 
a mine. 
In general, they are equipped with a 
cup and ball system and do not have contact 


- trigicers or contact heads at alL With this sya- 
'tem, the chances of destroying any ship that 
^ « 8 6 « them are increased many times over 


what the chances would be If direct, actual con- 
tact were necessary to an explosion. 
Inside the 
mine, above the explosive chambers, is a device 
shaped like a cup. In 
which a ball can roll 
around with any movement of the mine. 
One 
of the contact wires 
leads 
from 
this 
cup, 
through the caps of mercury down to the bat- 
tery box on the bottom of the sea. 
The other 
wire is attached to the ball. 
When the mine, 
rolling around, brings this ball in contact with 
the edges of the cup-like chamber In which it 
is confined, a circuit is completed and the mine 
explodea 


An unusually large wave expending Its full 
force on the mine in such a way as to foil the 
casing instead of merely rocking it, i-5 sufllolent 
to explode it. 
In a heavy storm, some waves 
of this description undoubtedly have exploded 
mines, naval officers believe, and they claim 
that the only reason more have not been so ex- 
ploded Is the fact that the electrical cable has 
parted before the mine was tipped sufficiently. 


The average ocean-going Hner makes consid- 
erable of a "seaway"—that Is to say, waves— 
as she pokes her ncse through the sea. 
The 
battleship, broader of beam and traveling at a 
greater speed, makes more disturbance about 
her than a merchantman does. 
The submarine, 
because of her peculiar, tubby shape, it is be- 
lieved, kicks up more fuss In the water than 
even the battleship. 
This disturbance created 
by the passage of a ship through the water is 
just what is needed to roll a mine and complete 
the electrical circuit to explode the engine of 
destruction, and it is this, more than 
actual 
contact with a mine, which has destroyed ships 
on the high seas. 
In fact, some believe, 
it 
would be a difficult matter to bring about actual 
contact between a mine and a vessel. 


The boat 
builders, 
experts 
and 
scientists, 
realizing all these facts and the difficulties to 
be overcome, 
devised a scheme for protecting 
the undersea boat, which consisted of a 
pro- 
tective, spiqe-pointed armor, fitting snugly over 
and about the little craft and cut away In the 
stern so as to leave full play for the screw, and 
In the bow, so a s to permit of the discharge of 
a torpedo while the net was being worn. 
The 
contrivance was composed of 
a 
wire 
mesh, 
completely surrounding and covering the vessel, 
except for the three necessary openings, which 
fitted 
closely to the vessels. 
Long, spike-like 
prongs of stiff steel, several inches in diameter 
and 25 to 35 feet In length, projected at all an- 
gles from this wire mesh, and presented to all 
sides and below a bristling row of long spikes, 
set close together, much like the bayonets of a 
company preparing to charge an enemy trench. 
These 
spikes, 
projecting 
beyond 
the 
radius 
within which the waves from the boat would 
be likely to explode a mine effectively, would 
themselves strike the mines with sufficient vio- 
lence to explode them while'the little craft still 
was at a distance, making them expend their 
terrific force harmlessly in so far as the under- 
sea boat was concerned. 
The only damage to 
the small craft in the event of such an explo- 
sion 
would be the breaking off of some of the 
spikes of her unique armor and a bit of dis- 
comfort caused to the crew by the sudden and 
violent rocking of the boat which such an ex- 
plosion would cause for a large area around the 
mine. 


But It was then found that, while this pro- 
tection 
was ample to get the torpedo 
boats 
safely through the mine-infested channel 
and 
coast seas, it hampered the movements of the 
craft considerably and interfered to such an ex- 
tent with their effectiveness that it seemed ad- 
visable to take the chances of running through 
the mine fields without this protection. 
So the 
experts got busy again, but could not develop 
any better system of protection for the little 
boats. 
It was a naval officer with a nlcrhly 
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"Shot out of the submarine's tube like a torpedo.' 


gifted imaginatiqn who finally solved this phase 
of the problem. 


In some parts of the channel and the sea 
waters near by, the depth is such as to permit 
the submergence of submarines to the bottom 
of the sea with complete safety. 
This fact led 
the naval officer to believe that it would be pos- 
sible for the little boats, once they were past 
the dangers of mines, to so submerge and cast 
aside their protective nets, anchoring these to 
the bottom at a certain place until they should 
desire to return to port, at which time they 
could return to the spot and resume their ar- 
mor. 
The next problem was to provide a meth- 
od of removing this armor while lying on the 
bottom. 


It is possible to shoot a man out of the tor- 
pedo tube of one of these boats Just in the same 
manner as a torpedo Is sent out. 
This has been 
demonstrated in the navies of several nations, 
and is practically the only chance of escape for 
the crew of such a vessel which becomes dis- 
abled when submerged. 
With this knowledge, 
the naval officer prepared a helmet, the same as 
those worn by dlveils, which fits tightly about 
the shoulders and neck of the wearer and can 
be adjusted to any person by means of a flex- 
ible piece of rubber in which it terminates. 


To the bottom of this is attached a tank of 
oxygen, in such a manner that the weight of 
the tank rests on the shoulders of the person 
wearing the helmet without putting any strain 
on the helmet itself. 
This tank automatically 


provides fresh air for the wearer, enabling him 
to remain under water for an extended length 
of time. 
The man also was 
provided 
with 
weights to keep him on the bottom during the 
time employed In removing the protective net 
from the submarine. 


When preparing to return to port, the same 
system was used In readjusting the armor, the 
submarine 
sinking 
at 
the 
spot, 
previously 
marked, where she had left her safety device, 
sending out one or two men, who readjusted it 
in short order and then rose to the surface to 
await their boat, which was supposed to come 
to the surface at once to pick up these mem- 
bers of her crew. 


This scheme was found to work admirably 
and was successfully carried out by Teutonic 
submarines during the time that they were so 
active on the high seas. 
As a rule, there was 
no trouble in executing the maneuver, but on 
at least one occasion the man '«who did the 
divers' work under the seas had thrilling ex- 
periences to relate on his return home. 


Hans I^obert was on the submarine U 
. 


The craft made her usual dash from a German 
base through the mine fields to search for sink- 
able warships and merchantmen of the enemy, 
and, selecting a seemingly suitable spot off the 
English coast, submerged to have her armor re- 
moved so that she could operate with greater 
facility. 
To Hans Lobert was assigned 
the 
task of removing thé spikes, and he prepared 
for this by assuming the oxygen helmet and 


taking his place in the torpedo tube that he 
might be released from the ship. 


"I was shot out without difficulty," said he 
afterwards in telling of the experience, 
"and 
after going a short distance through the water, 
easily sank to the bottom and made my way 
back to where the boat was lying. 
I worked as 
quickly as I could, removing the shield, and 
then, dropping my leads, soon rose to the sur- 
face. 


"I kept a sharp lookout all the time, both for 
the submarine, though I wasn't expecting her 
for a while, and for enemy craft, which I felt 
might come along at any minute. 
And, sure 
enough. Just about nightfall, when I was begin- 
ning to feel chilled by long staying in 
the 
water, I sighted a mine layer heading up wind 
toward me. 
I tried to make myself as small as 
possible and to keep all but my head under the 
surface, t)ut I was too much exhausted by my 
long bath to be able to keep under for very long, 
^nd on one occasion when I rose up to breathe 
and take the lay o' things, their lookout spied 
me and I heard him sing out, 'Sail ho!' 
The 
course of the mine layer was changed so as to 
bring her alongside me. and I began to believe 
that it was a case of going to a military prison. 


"However, I was determined to make an ef- 
fort to avoid her and put on my helmet while 


she was coming up. 
My plan was to dive under 
her and stay until they go tired of waiting for 
me to come to the surface again. 
But 1 found 
that i had just about exhausted all the oxygen 
and that It wouldn't be any use to try this, so 
I lay on my side and waited for her to hall me. 


" 'What's this?' I heard an officer ask, as the 
boat came close by. 


" 'Looks like a man, sir,' replied the look- 
out. 


" 'It's a bloomln* German by his uniform, sir,' 
chimed in another one. 


" 'Lower aivay a 
boat, 
there,' 
commanded 
the officer. 
So I knew that they were coming 
after me and that I'd have to put up a stiff 
flght 
to get away from them. 
My knife was 
momay and I was determined to resist them as 
much as I could. 
My only fear was that they'd 
hit me over the head with an oar, or shoot me, 
and then the war would be over as far as I was 
concerned. 


"Well, they got busy and got a boat over the 
side in quick order and \ o w e d to —here I was 
half floating on the seas. 
The boat was full of 
men and there was a midshipman in the stern. 
When they came alongside, I ducked under. Just 
as I had planned, - but on* of the Britishers 
Jumped over after me, and when I came close 
to the surface made a grab for me. 
I made a 


lunge at him with my knife and must have hit 
him bad, for he didn't bother me any more and 
I saw another man jump In and help his com- 
panions hoist the first fellow Into the boat. 


"While they were busy doing that, I 
was 
swimming away, hoping •hat they would aban- 
don me and hustle the wounded man back t« 
the ship. 
But they must have gotten their aiH 
ger up, for they started out after me just as 
soon as the wounded man was aboard. 
I kept 
on trying to dodge them, but they soon caught 
up with me again, and three or four of them 
grabbed me. 
I fought with them the best I 
could, but one sailor hit me a w|iack on the arm 
with an oar, which caused the knife to slip 
from my grasp. 
After that It was just a ques- 
tion of fists, and they soon overpowered me. 


"Just as they were hauling me aboard. 1 saw 
the most welcome sight that had fallen on my 
eyes for many a day. 
It was the periscope of 
my boat just coming up out of the water. 
I 
guess the man at the glass must have seen my 
plight, for the boat rose quickly. 
As soon as 
the Britishers saw It, they turned me loose and 
hastily 
rowed 
back towards the mine 
layer, 
which was preparing to make a run for it. 
But 
Aur officer soon turned loose with his light guns 
and blew a hole in her stern. 


"I was picked up right away, and, believe me, 
I was glad to get back aboard the submarine 
again, even If she was a dangerous oraft to be 
on. 
We sunk the mine layer and set the crew 
of fourteen adrift in their boats after taking her 
papers and trying to flnd out where she had 
been laying mines and where we would be like- 
ly to flnd the BrT'^h fleet. On that voyage we 
didn't have muck, luck, for we didn't sight an 
enemv ««»n 
tvmrm . due to return to port, 
which we reached in good shape, thanks to our 
antiitiine armor."

If the Chi- 
nese government were to make charges 
of embezzlement against him in con- 
nection with his direction of tha affairs

to extradite him. 


Criminal charges would probably com-

Net of Steel 
Worn by Under- 
sea Boats to Pro- 
tect Them from 
Mines Are Dis- 
carded on Long Trips 
After DangerousFields 
Are Passed.

war> when the Brlllsh fleet waB

maintaining an effective block- 
ade of the shores of Germany 
and the North bea and Eng- 
lish Channel were alive with 
warships and destroyers, when 
Germany was endeavoring to 


toilroy as^much as possible of the British mer- 
chant marine and to maintain a counter block- 
ade with submarines, one of the biggest prob- 
lem* that confronted the German naval oillcers 
—- that of getting their craft safely from the 
harbors at Cuxhaven out Into the open sea and 
back again. 
Not only was there the necessity of traveling 


»o as to avoid the British and French water 
patrols but also there were extensive mine 
fields to dodge. 
And to add further to the 


chances of the game, there was the likelihood 
that a. submarine might be cut off from her 
base, with fuel supplies exhausted, and while 
In this condition become a prey to the first 


t 


«n«my ship that chanced along. The super typo 
of submarine that Is able to make an uninter- 
rupted voyage across the Atlantic with cargo 
uid still have plenty of oil left in her tanks 
had not then been invented; the fighting sub- 
marine was (and still Is. for that matter) a 
much smaller craft, with limited space for fuel 
and provisions and a much smaller cruising 
radius. 


But of all the perils these little ships encoun- 


tered, perhaps the greatest was that of drifting 
•nd-submerged miner. While they had the ad- 
vantage of "low visibility." enabling them often 
to dodge the -watchful glasses of British look- 


• - outs, this very fact of their being low in the- 


water was a handicap in another direction, for 
It prevented them from seeing about a great 
radius of the ocean. Their horizon was exceed- 
ingly limited, ab compared with the range of 
vision obtained in the crow's nest of a man-o'- 
war's fighting top. They couldn't see a mine so 
far away as could a ship built to travel on top 
of the waves. 
Some failed to report back to 


their bases after being absent a reasonable 
time, and the theory was held by many who be- 
came aware of this fact that they either had 
been blown up by contact with mines, or had 
been lost when their fuel supplies were ex- 
hausted. 


As the floating sea mine Is built, It doesn't 


; take a great deal to explode it. The mine Is 
. 
dropped overboard from the side of a ship 
•quipped for the purpose, and Is so arranged 


• that It remains about 10 feet under the surface 


of the water. This Is done by means of an an- 
chor and distance gauge. First of all, the dls- 


,_ tahce gauge goes over the side, to be followed 


~^ "immediately by the anchor and the mine. The 


mine rests on the surface, because of its "buoy- 


i ancy. while the heavier parts seek the bottom. 


Attached to the anchor Is a cable with a reel 


attachment, much the same as can be seen on 
the trolley lines of the modern street car. 
which works automatically, taking up all slack 
In the line and paying out only when consider- 
able pull Is exerted. This reel Is controlled by 
the distance gauge, -which Is, of course, the 
first to strike the bottom. As It reaches a rest- 
Ing place, the anchor soon follows It, generally 
lying at a distance of 10 or 12 feet from the 
gauge. By an automatic device, the reel, which 
has been paying out cable during the descent of 
the anchor, stops as soon as the distance gauge 


i'- 
comes to rest: yet the anchor continues Its 


' 
• downward course, pulling the mine below the 


iurface of the water, where It will remain until 
exploded or picked up. or until it breaks away 


'•• 
from the retaining anchor. Thus, the distance 


r. 
of the mine below the surface is regulated by 


;, 
the distance gauge attached to the anchor and 
& mine can be made to ride at any depth with- 
out any more trouble than adjusting the dis- 
tance gauge before the whole Is thrown over- 
board. 


A mine Is exploded by electrical contact to 


caps of fulminating mercury. This makes nec- 
essary what Is known as a battery box. a 


, 
waterproof contrivance containing batteries of 


» 
sufficient intensity to explode the; mine. The 
battery box is attached to the mlno by a long 
copper wire, heavily insulated, to protect It from 
the disintegrating action of sea water.. This 
box Is the key to the whole proposition; without 


<•' 
it the mine Is useless and It Is often tho case 
(hat where It Is desired to temporarily remove 
the mine menace from any section of seas or 
harbor entrances, the battery boxes only are re- 
moved, the mines being left to float, harmlessly 
at their anchors. 


The battery box Is not attached to the mine 


^ 
when the tatter is put overboard, but the con- 
nection is made later. In some cases by another 
crew than that which puts over tho mine. In 
many Instances, the position of the battery box 


"- 
(which is at a distance from the mine, on tho 
bottom) Is indicated by a small buoy floating 
on the surface and attached to the cable leading 


' 
from the mine to the battery box. 


When a great many mines arc "sown" over a 


small area, it is not necessary to provide Indi- 
vidual batten' boxes for all of them, but a large 
number can be connected up with one electrical 
reservoir. This method of connection simplifies 
the matter of rendering tua mines Impotent 
when It Is desired to do so. for all that Is nec- 
essary, to destroy the possibilities of an entire 
field of mines is to pick up one, or may bo two 
or three, battery boxes, a matter of only an 
hour of so. 
• The explosive material In a sea mine Is gun- 
cotton. There are four compartments in the 
average mine, each filled with wet guncotton. 
•while In the cent«r of each compartment is a 
Email, cylindrical tube of dry guncctton. At the 
top of each tube there is a cap of fulminating 
mercury. 


The contact point Is the principal thing about 


a mlno. In general, they are equipped with a 
cup and ball system and do not have contact 
triggers or contact heads at all. With this sys- 
tem, tho chances of destroying any ship that 
passes them ar« increased many times over 
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what the chances would be .If direct, actual con- 
tact wera necessary to an explosion. Inside the 
mine, aoove the explosive chambers, is a device 
shaped like a cup. in which a ball can roll 
around with any movement of the mine. One 
of the contact wires leads from 
this cup, 


through the caps of mercury down to the bat- 
tery box on the bottom of the sea. 
The other 


wire is attached to the ball. When the mine, 
rolling around, brings this ball In contact with 
the edges of the cup-like chamber In which It 
Is confined, a circuit is completed and the mine 
explodes. 


An unusually large wave expending its full 


force on the mine in such a way as to roll the 
casing Instead of merely rocking It. it sufficient 
to explode it. In a heavy storm, some waves 
of this description undoubtedly have exploded 
mines, naval offcers believe, and they claim 
that the only reason more have not been so ex- 
ploded is the fact that the electrical cable ha» 
parted before the mine was tipped sufficiently. 


The average ocean-going liner makes consid- 


erable of a "seaway"—that Is to say. waves— 
as she pokes her nc.se through the sea. 
The 


battleship, broader of beam and traveling at a 
greater sp«ed. makes more disturbance about 
her than a merchantman does, The submarine, 
because of her peculiar, tubby shape. It Is be- 
lieved, kicks up more fuss In the water than 
even the battleship. This disturbance created 
by the passage of a ship through the water is 
Just what is needed to roll a mine and complete 
the electrical circuit to explode the engine of 
destruction, and It la this, more than actual 
contact with a mine, which has destroyed ships 
on the high seas. 
In fact, some believe, 


would be a difficult matter to brinR about actual 
contact between n mine and a vessel. 


The boat builders, cxprns and scientists, 


rcalizliiK nil these facts iind the difficulties to 
be overcome, devised a. scheme for protecting 
the undersea boat, which consisted of a pro- 
teutlvc. splqe-poir.ted armor, fitting snugly over 
and about the little craft and cut away In the 
stern so as to leave full play for the screw, and 
in the bow, so as to permit of the discharge of 
a torpedo whilfl the net wns being worn. The 
contrivance was composed of 
a 
wire mesh, 


completely surrounding and covering the vessel, 
except for the thr'e necessary openings, which 
fitted closely to the vessels. Lons, spike-like 
prongs of stiff sloe!, several inches in diameter 
and 25 to 35 feet In length, projected at all an- 
gles from this wire mesh, and presented to all 
sides and below a bristling row of long spikes, 
set close together, much like the bayonets of a 
company preparing to charee an enfmy trench. 
These spikes, projecting beyond the radius 
within which the waves from thn boat would 
be likely to explode a mine effectively, would 
themselves strike the mini's with sufficient vio- 
lence to explode them while the little craft still 
was at a distance, making them expend their 
terrific force harmlessly in so far as the under- 
sea boat was concerned. The only damage to 
the small craft in the event of such an explo- 
sion would be tho breaking off of some of the 
spikes of her unique armor and a bit of dis- 
comfort caused to the crew by the ludden and 
violent rocking of the boat which such an ex- 
plosion would cause for a large area around the 
mine. 


But It was then fonr.d that, while this pro- 


tection was ample to get the torpedo boats 
safely through the mine-Infested channel and 
coast seas, it hampered the movements of the 
craft considerably and Interfered to such an ex- 
tent with their effectiveness that It seemed ad- 
visable to take the chances of running through 
the mine fields without this protection. So the 
experts got busy again, but could not develop 
any better system of protection for the little 
boats. 
H was a naval officer with a nlichly 


"Shot out of the submarine's tube like a torpedo. 


pitted imaginatiqn who finally solved this phaso 
of the problem. 


In some parts of the channel and the sea 


waters near by, the depth is such as to permit 
the submergence of submarines to the boltom 
of the sea with complete safety. This fact led 
the naval ofllcer to believe that it would be pos- 
sible for the little boats, once they were past 
the dangers' of mines, to so submerge and cast 
aside their protective nets, anchoring these to 
tho bottom at a certain place until they should 
desire to return to port, at which time they 
could return to the spot and resume their ar- 
mor. The next problem was to provide a meth- 
od of removing this armor while lying on the 
bottom. 


It. Is possible to shoot a man out of the tor- 


pedo tube of, one of these boats Just in the same 
manner as a torpedo is sent out. This has been 
demonstrated in the navies of several nations, 
and is practically the only chance of escape for 
the crew ot such a vessel which becomes dis- 
abled when submerged. With this knowledge, 
the naval officer prepared a helmet, the same as 
those worn by divers, which fits tightly about 
the shoulders and neck of the wearer and can 
be adjusted to any person by means of a flex- 
ible piece of rubber in Trhich It terminates. 


To the bottom of this is attached a tank of 


oxygen, in such a manner that the weight of 
the tank rests on the shoulders of the person 
wearing the helmet without putttnc any strain 
on tho helmet Itself. 
This tank automatically 


provides fresh air for the wearer, enabling him 
to remain under water for an extended length 
of time. 
The man also was provided with 


weights to keep him on the bottom during the 
time employed if, removing the protective net 
from the submarine. 


When preparing to return to port, the same 


system was used in readjusting the armor, the 
submarine sinking at the spot, 
previously 


mnrked, where she had left her safety device, 
sending out one or two men, who readjusted it 
In short order and then rose to the surface to 
await their boat, which was supposed to come 
to the surface at once to pick up these mem- 
bers of her crow. 


This scheme was found to work admlrably 


and was successfully carried out by Teutonic 
nubmarines daring the time that they ware so 
active on the high seas. 'As a rule, there was 
no trouble in executing tho maneuver, but on 
at least one occasion the man who did the 
divers' work under the seas had thrilling ex- 
periences to relate on his return home. 


Hans Lobert was on the submarine U 
. 


The craft made her usual dash from a German 
base through tho mine fields to search for sink- 
able warships and merchantmen of the enemy, 
and. selecting a seemingly suitable spot off tho 
English coast, submerged to have her .irmor re- 
moved so that she could operate with preater 
facility. 
To Hans Lobert was assigned tho 


task of removing the spikes, and he prepared 
for this by assuming the oxygen helmet and 


taking his place in the torpedo tube that he 
might be released from the ship. 


"I was shot out without difficulty," said he 


afterwards in telling of the experience, "and 
after going a short distance through the water, 
easily sank to the bottom and made my way 
back to where tho boat was lying. I worked as 
quickly as I could, removing the shield, and 
then, dropping my leads, soon rose to the sur- 
face. 


"I kept a sharp lookout all the time, both for 


the submarine, though I wasn't expecting her 
for a while, and for enemy craft, which I felt 
might come along at any minute. 
And, sure 


enough, just about nightfall, when I was begin- 
ning to feel chilled by long staying in the 
water, I sighted a mine layer heading up wind 
toward me. I tried to make myself as small as 
possible and to V.eep all but my head under the 
surface, but I was too much exhausted by my 
long bath to bo able to keep under for very long, 
and on one occasion when I rose up to breaths 
and take the lay o' things, their lookout spied 
me and I heard him sing out, 'Sail ho!' Tho 
course of the mlno layer was charged so as to 
bring her alongside me. and I began to believe 
that It was a case of going to a military prison. 


"However. I was determined to make an ef- 


fort to avoid her and put on my helmet while 


she was coming up. Jly plan was to ciive under 
her and stay until they go tired of waiting for 
me to come to the surface again. But 1 found 
that t had just about exhausted all the oxygen 
and that it wouldn't be any use to try this, so 
1 lay on my side and waited for her to hall mo. 


" -What's this?' I heard an officer ask, as tho 


boat came close by. 


•• 'Looks like a roan, sir/ replied the look- 


out." 'It's a bloomln' German by his uniform, sir,' 
chimed in another one. 
" 'Lower away a boat, there,' commanded 


the officer. So I knew that they were coming 
after me and that I'd have to put up a stiff 
fight to get away from them. My knife was 
roaay and I was determined to resist them as 
much as I could. My only fear was that they'd 
hit me over tho head with an oar. or shoot mo, 
and then tho war would be over as far as I was 
concerned. 


"Well, they got busy and got a boat over the 


side in quick order and rowed to —here I was 
half floating on the seas. The boat was full of 
men and there was a midshipman in the stern. 
When they came alongside. I ducked under, just 
SB I had planned, but ono of the Britishers 
Jumped over after me. and when I came closo 
to tho surface made a grab for me. I made a 


lunge at him with my knife and must have hit 
him bad, for he didn't bother me any more and 
I saw another man jump in and help his com- 
panions hoist the first fellow into the boat. 


"While they were busy doing that, I wai 


swimming away, hoping "hat they would aban- 
don me and hustle the wounded man back t» 
the ship. But they must have gotten their afl« 
ger up. for they started out after me just as 
soon as tne wounded man was aboard. I kept 
on trying to dodge them, but they soon caught 
up with me again, and three or four of them 
grabbed me. I fought with them tho best I 
could, but one sailor hit me a whack on the arm 
with an oar, which caused the knife to slip 
from my grasp. After that it was just a ques- 
tion of fists, and they soon overpowered me. 


"Just as they were hauling me aboard, 1 saw 


the most welcome sight that had fallen on my 
eyes for many a day. It was the periscope o£ 
my boat just coming up out o£ the water. I 
gvicss the man at the glass must have seen my 
plight, for tho boat rose quickly. As soon as 
tho Britishers saw It, they turned me loose and 
hastily rowed back towards the mine layer, 
which was preparing to make a run for it. But 
our officer soon turned loose with his light guns 
and blew a hole In her stern. 


"I was picked up right away, and, believe me, 


I was glad to get back aboard the submarine 
again, even If she -was a dangerous craft to b» 
on. We sunk the mine layer and set the crow 
of fourteen adrift in their boats after taking her 
papers and trying to find out where she had 
been laying mines and where wo would be like- 
ly to find the Bri"^h fleet. On that voyage we 
didn't have rnucl. luck, for we didn't sight aa 
on<-mv tm»» -•••> -njoro due to return to port, 
which we reached in good shape, thanks to our 
antimlno armor."
